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May be Move to Start Development in Alberta 


This week negotiations are being considered with 
the City of Edmonton for a site by the Union Oil Co. of 
Canada. This company we are advised intend erecting a 
storage and distribution plant to cost $50,000.00 capable 
of storing 100.000 gallons of oil and gasoline. For the 
present the supply of oil and gasoline will be shipped 
from Vancouver where the company has a new refinery 
capable of refining 12.000 barrels of oil per day. The 
Union Oil Co. has enjoyed an extensive business along the 
western coast for some time and their entry in the Alberta 
territory will it is hoped be the means of the erection of 
a refinery at an early date, for the handling of crude oil 
from some of the Alberta Wells. The company has ar¬ 
ranged for the erection of a similar distribution plant at 
Calgary from which point the^distribution of their pro¬ 
duct will be handled for the southern part of the province.

At B. P. No. 6 the derrick has been completed and 
the rotary rig should soon be on its way to the oil sands 
that were encountered in No. three wed. only a short dis¬ 
tance from the new location.

The shareholders of the Interior Oil Co. held their 
annual meeting at Wainwright last Friday night when 
new directors were elected and the season’s drilling pro¬ 
program discussed. We understand driller Bearesford is 
waiting the arrival of some new tools when he will be 
pounding down in the well started last summer by the 
Wainwright Oil Producers- which company has taken 
over by the Interior. 

At the Maple Leaf Camp the men are busy moving 
the machinery from derrick No. one to derrick No. two 
where the company has decided to drill to a lower depth 
than in number one well. 


Irma Company Making Good Progress 

The crew at the Irma Oil Development well west of 
Irma are making good progress. Several streaks of hard 
formation have been encountered requiring the frequent 
changing of bits. Some coal and considerable gas showings 
have been encountered and directors of the company are 
encouraged of their chance of securing a successful well.

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GOITRE AMONG LAMBS 
CURED AT THE SCOTT 
EXPERIMENTAL STATION

Sojme losses of lambs have Ibeen 
caused by goitre. However, this 
has been controlled by feeding 
potassium iodide dissolving it in 
water mixed with dry salt. Two 
per cent potassium iodide in the 
salt has been found to be a suc¬ 
cessful preventive, but as the po¬ 
tassium iodide is rattier expens¬ 
ive, further work is being done in 
attempting to find the minimum 
quantity which may) be used with 
success. 

During the winter e|fi 1923-24 
the breeding ewes 'were divided 
into three lots with the object of 
testing different quantities of po¬ 
tassium iodide supplied with salt 
to prevent goitre in lambs. Pre¬ 
vious experiments showed that a 
control was effected by supply- 
iodide in the salt during the ges¬ 
tation period. In the 1923-24 ex¬ 
periment one lot received two 
ner cent potassium iodide in the 
salt; a second lot received only 

te per cent, and the third lot 
'was used as a check, receiving 
common salt containing no po<- 
tassium iodide. 

Fob several years past consid¬ 
erable goitre has been found 
Im-ong the lambs from ewes re¬ 
ceiving n-q potassium iodide. 
However, in the spring 0 f 1924, 
for 'some unknown reason, no 
mitre was found in either the 
treated lots or the clh'eck lot al¬ 
though the ewes in the chelclk lot 
had never received otassi'um 
iodide. Such irregularities can¬ 
not be accounted for but further 
tests are being made. Many au-

keys; the Hobun has three thousand; 
the Americana prints a total of 84 
characters, and the Hobun nearly 
four thousand. Then again, anyone 
can operate the American variety 
but how many of our stenos could run 
a Hobun, with its thousands of keys 
and hundreds of levers. 

It has (as we suspected) a unique 
key-board arrangement. In fact, it 
has no key-board at all. The type is 
arranged face upward and serves the 
dual purpose of key-board and 
printing-type. To one side of the 
platen is a lever which, when de¬ 
pressed over the desired character, 
affectionately picks the character up, 
rubs it gently on an ink-roller and 
finally conveys it up to the platen on 
which the paper is rolled and thus, 
triumphantly prints the character. 


We have stated that the machine is 
complicated but really it is simplicity 
itself — you merely learn the 
Japanese language and a few thou¬ 
sand of ideographic Chinese charac¬ 
ters; familiarize yourself with the 
Hobun’s three thousand keys, acquire 
mastery over its multiplicity of levers 
and then — go ahead and type. 

The specimen shown above was 
captured by Canadian Pacific officials 
in China and now occupies much of 
the floor space of their office in Shan¬ 
ghai. The expert Chinese steno¬ 
grapher seated in front of it, has been 
known, when a rush is on, to produce 
as much as one whole page of neatly 
typed Chinese ideographs a day on his 
Hobun. This record has not yet been 
beaten. 


T his, ladies and gentlemen, is a 
picture of the only Japanese 
typewriter in captivity. It is known 
as the “Hobun” typewriter. It in¬ 
habits the offices of Shanghai, Tokio 
and other Oriental cities; is quite 
harmless but somewhat difficult to 
control. It is more complicated than 
the Theory of Relativity, runs as 
smoothly as a tank crossing the 
Rockies and makes more noise than 
a duet by a boiler factory and a 
Salvation Army band. 

Its function is that of typewriting 
the Japanese language. It was in¬ 
vented by an Irish mechanic named 
Kiota Sugimoto and was on the 
market in 1915. As a piece of 
machinery it is infinitely superior to 
the ‘typewritia Americana’. The 
latter very seldom has more than 40 
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ACTIVITY IN OIL FIELDS 


Not in the history of the prov¬ 
ince has there keen so much ac¬ 
tivity in the oil fields as is the 
case this season. The chief activ¬ 
ity is in the Turner Valley Field. 
South of Calgary, where the first- 
strike of oil Whs made in 1914, 
and where now t’hlere are several 
producing wells, one of which is 
the Royalite No. 4, owned by a 
subsidiary o(f t.h'e Imperial Oil Co. 
and which is producing over 300 
barrels per day of high igjrade 
gasoline. Several new wells are 
beinig sunk in the vicinity of this 
iwlell, by various companies, and 
the entire field bias been blanket¬ 
ed with leases. Other activity is 
noted in the Coutts field south of 
Lethbridge rwlbere heavy gas 
flows have been struck in 
the wells already sunk, and in the 
Wainwright field East of Edmon¬ 
ton, where several wells are be¬ 
ing put down. 


lots. At harvest they yielded at 
the rate of from 37 to 59 bushels 
per acre. 

'The resutls of the experiments 
with potatoes were even more re¬ 
markable, It has been found that 
in tlhe northern regions early, 
planting produces the best results 
The seed Was planted from May 
8 to 10 and one variety yielded as 
high as 419 bushels per acre. Ir¬ 
ish Cobbler, a well known variety 
produced 339 bushels per acre. 

One variety of garden corn pro¬ 
duced a fair percentage of fully 
matured though rather small 
cobs. Garden beans were quite 
successful, and a large number of 
other common vegetables pro- 
duceed excellend crops in a very 
short time. In fact the shortness 
of time between the dates of seed¬ 
ing vegetables and tihe dates 
-hen they are fit for use is a 
striking feature of growth in the 
north country. This rapid growth 
is miade possible by long hours of 
warm sunshine. 

Fine yields of sunflowers for 
Silage were obtained, whilst the 
grolwing period was favorable for 
hay and a heavy crop harvested 

All these results were obtained 
under more favorable conditions 
and by better cultivation than is 
generally found on farms, yet 
they show that there is a great 
field for the northward extension 
hf agriculture.

SWEET CLOVER SEED PRODUCTION 


Sweet clover is now quoted in every seed catalogue. A few 
years ago it could not be bought except in small packages, as only a 
few bee-men ever seeded it. Now it ils handled by the car load. 
The seed has been sold in large quantifies at 35c to 40c per 
pound, and six hundred pounds per alcre in humid sections is not an 
unusual yield. 'There should be a good profit in the hulled seed 
at ten cents per pound. 

When soil and climate are favorable, sweet clover may grow 
so large that Sit cannot be cut easily with a grain binder. If the 
spring is very favorable and a big growth made, it should be clipped 
back, or out for hay, and the second crop allowed to seed. The 
cutting back, when done at the proper time, will make very little 
difference in the time of seed [mfaturing, and early chipping 1 will in¬ 
crease tihe production of seed. If a ha|y crop is cut rath er late and 
the season is dry. little seed may be produced. Where seed is more 
desired than hay, the clipping should Ibie early. 

Seed harvested on the I. H. C. farm is handled as follows. 
Eight to ten pounds of scarified seed is sown per acre with Marquiss 
wheat, eairly in April, and a good stand of sweet clover always se¬ 
cured. This—white blioiss|c|m—is clipped for hay June 10th or 15th 
the year following. Late clippings delay the maturing of the seed, 
but ordinarily b|y the middle of September a heavy seed crop is 
cut with the grain binder, with very little more trouble tihana heavy 
grain crop. The onlyprecaution is the addition of a long divider 
on the grain board toi separate the Interlocked clover before it is 
cut off. by the sickle. A three-quarter inch gas pipe extended in 
frout of the regular divider and then bent back and fastened to tlie 
outer srteel support which makes a satisfactory divider. This is not 
usually necessary if the sweet Icilov'er is clipped at the proper time. 

Yellow blossom sweet clover matures earlier, and must be 
clipped earlier than tlie white. Ordinarily the yellow does not 
grow so large that there is any trouble in harvesting. Under favor¬ 
able conditions it mlay igrow too large, clipping early—about twelve 
to eighteen inches Ihligh will increase seedproduction. Only the tops 
of the plants should be clipped off, and this may be leiflt ion the field. 

Either the white lolryellow blossom, clipped |otr cut for hay when 
too large is cut back so that a poor seed crop may] be the result, 
particularly if the late summer is dry, or early frost occurs. 

USE ORDINARY GRAIN BINDER 

We harvlest sweet clover seed with the ordinary grain hinder. 

The bundles are allowed to fall from the machine as they will 
often hang together if a bundle carrier is used. The bundles are 
not shocked but left just as th<e binder drops them until dry enough 
to thresh. A row iotf 'bundles is then removed at intervals to allow 
the wagons to drive through in gathering them up at threshing time. 

The threshing; is done with the ordinary grain thresher, the 
riddles set for flax. The seed is very easily knocked off the stems, 
and if threshed on a hot dry day, most of the seed will be hulled. 
When tShe separator is properly adjusted, the seed mlay be cleaned so 
that it can be put through the sacrifier without' beitng recleaned. 
The scarifier removes all the rails and scratches the seed coat so that I 
all the seed will germinate promptly. 

HARVEST SWEET CLOVER WHEN SLIGHTLY GREEN 

The seed deies not all ripen at once, and the first to set will 
begin to shatter off before it is all ripe. The crop should be when 
the largest part of the seed has turned brown. Their]e will be less 
waste in cutting when slightly green than in letting it get too ripe. 
When the stems get dry the seed will shatter very easily, cut if the 
weather is a little daimp, or the cutting can be done early in tlie 
morning or late 'in the evening, there will not be so much waste. 
Since the seed shatters very easily, the crop should be handled as 
little as possible after it is cut. Tlh'e stubble is very stiff, and t 
bundles light, so that they will usually dr>y just as the binder lets 
them drop, and tSh\ere doubtless Is less 'waste of seed if set up 
in shoolks and then pulled apart again when loading. Canvas should 
be used on the bundle racks, as several bushels of seed per day v.dl 
be saved on eadhl wagon. Canvas should also be used under the 
front of the machine,as a great deal of seed is scaetered in unload¬ 
ing, and when the feeder strikes the bundles.

■or red clover, but from branches on the stems. If it is cut below 
these branches, the plant will be killed. The ordinary mower does 
not admit of being adjusted as it should be. Extensions can be put 
on the shoes to hold the sickle bar four to\six inches from the ground, 
or a harvester er or binder may be used. For clipping, an old 
hrvester or header with the platform bottom knocked out, is very 
satisfactory. We have used the harvester, letting the hay ran out in 
windrows to cure and gathered this with sweep rakes. When cut, 
the hay can be left on the ground toi cure the same as alfalfa. In 
the humid sections the hay contains a large percentage of water, and 
is slow in drying. We found it solmewhat more difficult to cure

SWEET CLOVER 1 SCARIFIER 

Half to twiot-thirds o!fi ordinary sweet clover seed is so hard 
that it will not germinate quickly—so|me seed may- lie in moist soil 
for weeks before water penetrates the seed coat and causes it to 
sprout. The scarifier scratches or cracks tihe seed coat so that all 
the seed germinates at once. 

The Ames Scarifier was developed by Pho-fessor Hughes at the 
Iowa Agrcultural College. Ames, Iowa. The seed is fed into K a 
blower which Plow's it through the circular tube, the back of which 
is lined with sand-piaper. When the seed strikes the sand-paper, 
the hull is knocked off, and the seed coat is cracked [olr scratched. 
Scarifying is not so important if the seed is sown (for pasture, but 
if sown in the rotation for hay and seed crop, it should he scarified. 
We built a scarifier at a cost of less than $10.00. This is attached to 
the blower of a silage cutter, and does an excellent job. We wil lbe 
glad ttofurnislh details as Roj building this scarifier.

One of the most important 
steps yet taken in the study of 
biovine tuberculosis, was an 
nounced during the past week, by 
Dr. H. M. Tory. Chairman of the 
Research Coucil for Canada, in 
the appointment of a special com¬ 
mittee to conduct research work 
in tuberculosis as it affects cat¬ 
tle. 

This announcement will be 
most gratifying to the people of 
Alberta, since it forecasts domin¬ 
ion-wide action along the lines on 
which the Alberta Department of 
Agriculture and Alberta Univer¬ 
sity authorities have been work¬ 
ing for some mouths. In August 
1924, Hon. Geo. Hoadley with the 
support of Dr. Tory, named a re¬ 
search committee for the purpose 
of studying thle matter of tuber¬ 
culosis in cattle and its trans¬ 
mission to human [beings. This 
committee included prominent 
medical men of the prolvince and 
the provincial veterinarian. This 
committee has already done con¬ 
siderable work at the provincial 
institute at Ponoka. Still later, 
the provincial department secur¬ 
ed 'from France samples of the 
Calmette culture which has been 
used with such gratifying success 
in the inoculation of herds in the 
Old Country. This culture is now 
being developed at the Universi¬ 
ty, of Alberta and exeriments 
are already under way with two 
of the provincial government 
herds, and will be undertaken 
with a large number of cattle on 
oher fartns. The department and 
university authorities are also 
conducting experiments with Dr. 
Nathaan Raw’s vaccine on two 
more of the government herds. 

The contention of prominent 
Alberta beef cattle men, has been 
that the present wasteful and un¬ 
scientific method of destroying 
beef cattle following the T. B. 
test, can be obviated with the use 
of properly proved vaccine, and 
have been urging for some time, 
with the support of the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture, that 
research wbrk along these lines 
be carried on by the Dominion 
Government. The announcement 
of the appointment of the special 
Dominion committee by Dr. 
Tory and Dr. Grisdale of Ottawa, 
and includes prominent medical 
and veterinary men from all 
provinces with the provincial 
veterinarian, and Dr. Rankin of 
the Alberta College of Medicine, 
representing this province.

EGG PRESERVATIVES 


(Experimental Farm Note) 


CHEAP EGGS IN WINTER 

Many families, even of farmers 
and other poultry keepers, have 
very few eggs to use from Octo 
her t(ol February, when prices are 
high. It would be easy for them 
to preserve and store as many as 
required, if they would but take 
the trouble to do so. 

EXPERIMENT AT CAP ROUGE 

In order to secure information 
regarding the best methods of 
preserving eggs, an experiment 
was started in 1916 at the Cap 
Rouge Exptr.i'anental Station. 

Eight methods were tested:—- 

1. Wrapping in paper and leav¬ 
ing undisturbed. 

2. Wrapping in paper and turn¬ 
ing daily 

3. Packing in Straw 

4. Packing in sawdust 

5. Compose Gaulin 

6. Armstong paste 

7. Lime water. 

8. Water glass 

RESULTS 

It was found that the two best 
methods by far. were the lime 
water and the waterglass. These 
have been continued to date and 
very little difference has been 
found, though different lots of 
eggs are tested each year by the 
Dominion Chemist and the Dom¬ 
inion Husbandman, at Ottawa, 


and by the superintendent of the 
Cap Rouge experimental station. 

BEST METHODS 

Use one pound of good, freshly 
burnt quicklime to five gallons of 
water. Slake the lime with a 
small quantity of water, just 
enough to cover it, and then stir 
the milk thus formed into, the 
water. Keep well stirred for a 
few hours, allow to settle, and 
pour the saturated water over 
the eggs. With waterglass, use 
abiotut four pounds in about ten 
gallons of water. 

GENERAL ADVICE 

All eggs used should be perfect¬ 
ly fresh, and, if possible, from 
flocks having no male birds. The 
eggs should be completely im¬ 
mersed during the whole period 
of preservation, and the vessel 
should be kept covered. The best 
temperature, though not absolute¬ 
ly neoesary. is from 40 to 45 de¬ 
degrees, F. Gus. Langelier, sup- 
ertendent, Experimental Station, 
Cap Rouge, Que. 


INVESTIGATE 

PAPER MAKING 

John Bacho-Wiig, inventor of 
a process for making paper out 
of straw is to visit the province 
next week, for the purpose Of in¬ 
vestigating the possibilities of 
making! paper from the straw 
from Alberta’s grain fields. For 
sornle time experiments have been 
carried on along this line, as a 
result of tht effort of the prov¬ 
incial trade commissioner’s office 
and some very fine samples of 
paper have been produced. The 
invention is to advise on the best 
location in the profVjnce for the 
establishment of an industry.
